I have looked Gicias the books publish- 
ed by Johnson regarding the wedals issued by that 
house; and, although I find the obverse of your 

medal withcut an dnesription, | and associated with 

@ Reverse which reads merely “aking of Gerigia 29216", 
the notation with regard to the piece is that it is 
the firet anniversary of the taking of Gorizia (1917). 
What, I believe, hus occurred, is that the obverse die 
has been re-used with the reverse shown on your medal 
_ for a subsequent anniversary of the capture of thie 
city. This would be easy, by cuiding the obveree in- 
scription; but whether it is for 1925 or later, I am 
unable to tell you.
